High  School  Diploma 
Given  by  Testing 

While  most  students  were 
enjoying  the  extended  week¬ 
end  brought  about  “by  the 
teacher’s  meeting,  a  few  am¬ 
bitious  people  were  on  cam¬ 
pus  to  take  the  General  Edu¬ 
cation  Development  Tests. 

These  tests  are  given  once 
a  semester  to  anyone  over 
21  who  has  not  graduated 
from  high  school.  Any  parti¬ 
cipant  in  tlie  program  who  re¬ 
ceives  a  passing  grade  is  pre¬ 
sented  with  a  higli  school  di¬ 
ploma  which  is  valid  In  all 
states. 

'Die  program  consists  of  a 
two-day  session  in  which  a 
series  of  five  tests,  is  given. 
Ori^ally  these  tests  were 
given  by  the  army  to  draf¬ 
tees. 

About  six  people  usually 
take  these  tests' each  semes¬ 
ter.  The  results  for  the  past 
few  years  show  that  approxi¬ 
mately  two-thirds  of  the  par¬ 
ticipants  passed.  The  tests 
have  been  given  to  several 
people  over  50  and  a  few  over 
60.

Who  Hoppen? 

■Wlial  happened? 

Last  Wednesday  about  300  people  attended  upper  class  meet¬ 
ings  to  elect  class  officers.  Most,  if  not  all,  were  members  of 
Greek  organizations.  Last  Friday  about  100  freshmen  met  and 
elected  their  officers.  Here,  again  the  election  was  dominated 
by  Greek  organizations. 

Why  did  class  elections,  supposedly  an  all-school  affair, 
turn  into  an  intramural  squabble  among  the  Greeks  which  could 
have  been  better  handled  at  the  All-Greek  Assembly?  The  an¬ 
swer  is  that  very  few  people,  especially  tliose  not  belonging 
to  social  organizations,  knew  anything  about  the  election. 
Why? 

At  the  Oct.  3  meeting  of  the  Student  Senate,  the  date  for 
the  election  was  set.  Notice  of  the  election  should  have  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Oct.  9  issue  of  the  Northwest  Missourian,  but, 
due  to  an  oversight  on  our  part,  the  announcement  was  re¬ 
ceived  but  not  printed.  As  of  Oct.  9,  tlien,  no  official  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  election  had  been  made. 

What  happened  during  the  week  between  the  9th  and  the 
16tli?  The  old  all-Greek  coalition  composed  of  six  fraternities 
and  sororities  met  and  set  up  its  slate  of  officers.  The  three 
organizations  outside  the  coalition  met  the  night  before  the 
election  and  set  up  another  slate.  Still  no  general  publicity 
or  official  announcements.  No  posters  appeared.  No  announce¬ 
ments  were  made  in  the  Den.  No  announcements  were  read 
in  classes. 

On  the  day  of  the  election  the  Greeks  showed  up  in  force. 
In  each  class  meeting  two  people  were  nominated  lor  each 
office,  one  from  each  coalition.  The  voting  was  almost  iden¬ 
tical  for  eacli  office,  one  set  of  Greeks  for  one  candidate,  one 
set  for  the  other. 

The  results  were  not  surprising.  Witliout  exception,  every 
upperclass  officer  was  supported  by  the  larger  of  the  two 
coalitions. 

In  the  freshman  class  a  slightly  different  situation  pre¬ 
sented  itself.  Too  few  came  to  the  Wednesday  class  meeting 
to  even  warrant  an  election  so  it  was  postponed!  At  the  Thurs¬ 
day  night  orientation  meeting  which  involved  almost  eve'y 
freshman,  the  election  was  reset  for  Friday  noon.  A  few  more 
tlian  100  of  the  700-800  freshmen  at  orientation  came  to  the 
meeting.  The  officers  elected,  strangely  enough,  were  split 
evenly  between  the  two  opposing  groups. 

As  a  result  of  the  lack  of  publicity  and  certain  irregularities 
which  occurred,  the  members  of  the  losing  coalition  protested 
the  election  to  the  Senate.  According  to  the  protest,  the  Con¬ 
stitution  requires  that  four  persons  be  nominated  for  each 
office.  Only  two  were.  The  constitution  further  requires  that 
tlie  election  be  held  during  the  second  week  of  school.  They 
were  held  the  fifth  week.  The  Senate  heard  the  request,  re¬ 
gretted  the  discrepencies,  but  allowed  the  election  to  stand. 

A  number  of  interesting  questions  arise.  Why  wasn’t  ade¬ 
quate  publicity  given  to  the  elections?  Why  was  the  freshman 
election  postponed  and  the  upperclass  elections  held?  Why 
wasn’t  the  freshman  election  held  at  orientation?  Why  did 
the  Senate  admit  the  discrepencies  but  refuse  to  take  any 
action?  Why  didn’t  the  ISO  and  other  organizations  composed 
of  independent  students  protest  the  conduct  of  the  election? 

Some  people  are  inclined  to  dismiss  the  whole  matter  as 
a  waste  of  time  since  class  officers  are  now  ceremonial  with 
no  real  duties  except  to  be  present  at  the  election  of  the 
successors.  Others  ask  why  bother — ^it  would  probably  have 
turned  out  this  way  anyway. 

We  do  not  agree  with  these  positions.  If  an  election  is 
important  enough  to  be  held  properly.  What  respect  can  a 
student  have  for  the  democratic  process  of  voting  when  he 
sees  it  consistently  mishandled  and  mismanaged.  A  good, 
clean  election  helps  the  spirit  of  the  campus,  but  when  one 
side  is  given  reason  to  believe  it  was  cheated  or  that  some¬ 
one  played  dirty  pool,  antagonism  and  ill-will  are  created. 

Let’s  shape  up.  The  Homecoming  queen  election  is  to¬ 
morrow  and  we  certainly  don’t  want  a  repeat  of  the  ’62 
Tower  Queen  contest.  People  have  already  enough  Mickey 
Mouse  tricks  in  this  queen  election.  Let's  have  at  least  one 
good,  clean,  fair  election  about  which  no  questions  can 
be  raised.

Dear  Sir: 

Obvioulsy  the  politics  of  this 
campus  have  become  very  cor¬ 
rupt.  I  feel  the  reason  for  this 
corruption  is  the  rising  in¬ 
terest  of  the  independent 
student  on  this  campus  in  Let¬ 
ter  and  fairer  representation 
in  the  Senate,  in  dass  officers, 
and  in  other  positions  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  on  campus. 

Because  1  am  independent, 
I  too  feel  that  the  majority 
has  not  been  ^ven  a  fair  op¬ 
portunity  for  leadership.  It  is 
true  that  each  student  is  a 
member  of  the  campus  gov¬ 
ernment  and  has  a  right  to 
attend  Senate  meetings,  etc. 
However,  most  students  have 
not  been  informed  of  its  func¬ 
tions  nor  are  they  fairly  in- 
fomred  of  elections,  require¬ 
ments  for  being  candidates, 
positions  open,  place  of  elec¬ 
tions  and  other  items  of  im¬ 
portance.  This  was  obviously 
apparent  in  the  recent  class 
officers  elections. 

Many  students  were  not  even 
aware  of  the  elections  of  class 
officers  and  have  since  heard 
of  the  one-sided  Greek  coali¬ 
tion.  For  those  who  are  still 
uninformed,  I  shall  try  to  ex¬ 
plain.  A  number  of  Greek 
organizations  on  campus 
(TKE,  Sig  Tau,  PM  Lamb, 
PM  Mu,  DZ,  and  Alpha  Sigma 
Alpha)  deliberately  formed  a 
coalition  to  elect  their  mem¬ 
bers  class  officers.  Is  this  elec¬ 
tion  a  challenge  to  the  inde¬ 
pendent  student  to  elect  a  set 
of  officers  also,  as  about  fif¬ 
teen  percent  of  the  students 
have  already  done? 

Why  did  a  few  Greeks  join 
forces  to  unfairly  win  these 
positions?  Why  did  the  Senate 
officers  not  inform  campus 
organizations  of  the  elections? 
Could  the  reason  be  that  the 
top  three  officers  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Cabinet  are  aU  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  controlling  coali¬ 
tion?  Could  the  lack  of  pub¬ 
licity  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
more  independent  students  are 
beginning  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  campus  affairs? 
Could  tMs  be  a  precedent  for 
all  future  elections? 

The  independent  student  has 
not  in  the  past  had  much  say 
in  the  affairs  on  campus  be¬ 
cause  of  the  size  of  enrollment. 
However,  as  approximately 
85%  of  the  present  students 
are  independents,  I  wonder 
how  much  longer  we  are  go¬ 
ing  to  take  repeated  slaps  in 
the  lace  and  pass  it  by  with¬ 
out  rebelling! 

As  president  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Student  Organization, 
I  and  our  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  are  trying  to  speak 
out  as  representatives  of  the 
independent  students.  We  can 
do  tMs  only  if  the  independ-

Bearcats  To  Test 
Upset  Minded 
Miners  Saturday 

Will  Holla  do  it  again?  Will  the  Miners  rise  to  the  occasion 
as  they  did  against  pre-season  co-favorite  Cape  Girardeau 
two  weeks  ago? 

These  are  questions  facing  Coach  Ivan  Schottel  and  his 
Bearcats  as  they  prepare  to  host  the  Holla  Miners  in  the 
annual  Homecoming  game  Saturday  afternoon  at  2:00  p.m. 


The  Miners  stunned  Cape, 
19-M,  in  Holla  Oct.  12,  throw¬ 
ing  the  MIAA  race  up  for 
grabs.  Cape  was  a  heavy  fav¬ 
orite  to  win  the  contest,  even 
though  they  had  taken  their 
Jumps  to  out-of-state,  non- 
conference  opponents  earlier 
in  tlie  season. 

The  Gale  Bullman  coached 
Miners  evidently  paid  little 
attention  to  Urn  dope  sheets  in 
their  upset  vietory  over  Cape 
and  will  be  out  for  MIAA  win 
number  two  against  Maryville. 
Last  year  the  Miners  crunch¬ 
ed  the  Bearcats,  26-12,  in  Holla 
behind  the  talented  throwing 
ai-m  of  quarterback  Jay  Al¬ 
ford,  an  AU-MIAA  selection  in 
post-season  balloting. 

Coach  Bullman,  dean  of 
M1.\A  grid  mentors  in  his  26th 
year  of  coaching,  has  suffer¬ 
ed  several  losses  outside  of 
the  gridiron  this  year.  Nine 
returning  lettermen  did  not  re¬ 
port  for  football  this  year,  in¬ 
cluding  the  conference’s  top 
pass  receiver,  Terry  Wargo. 

Alford,  the  all-league  aerial 
artist,  added  to  Coach  Bull- 
inaii’s  woes  with  a  broken 
hand  in  an  early  season  game 
and  has  been  limited  to  defen¬ 
sive  duty  only.  Whether  Al¬ 
ford  will  be  ready  by  Satur¬ 
day  is  unknown,  but  if  he  is, 
llie  ’Cats  could  be  in  for  a  re¬ 
peat  of  last  year’s  contest.  In 
that  game,  Alford  connected 
on  16  of  30  attempts  for  261 
yards,  a  Holla  School  record.
